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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 - 3, 5 - 7, 10 - 12, and 14 - 16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record does not teach or suggest the addition of one of the specific 
alkoxylsilyl groups claimed to the ends of a radial pore-forming polymer. US 
2001/055891 to Ko et al. teaches a porous composite comprising an organosilane and 
pore-forming component with an alkoxy group on its end. The organosilane and pore- 
forming component may be condensed or hydrolyzed together. However, Ko et al. do 
not teach the pore-forming component is a radial polymer or the addition of one of the 
aforementioned alkoxysilyl groups to the ends of the pore-forming component. While 
US 5,418,301 to Hult et al. do teach a radial pore-forming polymer, they also provide no 
teaching of preparing it with the aforementioned alkoxysilyl terminal groups.
